If in doubt 
as to the arrangement, mention purpose and price; leave the selection to us and you will receive satisfactory results. 

It would be impossible to name a fixed price for flowers at the different seasons of the year. We might say, to 
give you an idea as to cost of flowers, a very nice box of assorted flowers may be arranged for. $2.50 and up to 
$5.00, and even higher; while we can fix up something very creditable from $1.00 to $1.50 per box. 

We can assure you that we will, at all times, give you the very best that can possibly be given for the 
money, and, as we have said before, guarantee their safe arrival at destination. But in no case can flowers be 
shipped by mail, they must go by express, or if by mail must travel wholly at the owner’s risk.

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ARMFUL OF FLOWERS. 


This cut represents an armful of flowers, Bride’s 
Bouquet, and is one of the newer creations in arrange- 
ment, as it is woven well up on the arm and shoulder. 

FLOWERS IN BASKETS.—Put up in endless styles 
at prices from $1.50 upwards. Handled baskets are very 
satisfactory. as they at once present the idea of a 
basket full of flowers. A fair sized basket of any style 
varies from $3.50 to $10.00 in cost, while we go as high 
as $18.00 and $25.00 for large ones 

BOUQUETS.—The size and prices of bouquets can 
be estimated somewhat by the prevailing prices of roses 
at the time. Two to four dozen roses are usually re- 
quired for a fair sized bride’s bouquet. 

LUNCH FAVORS, for each plate or person, $25c to 
$1.00. 

LADIES’ CORSAGE BOUQUETS, 50c to $3.00. 

LADIES’ HAND BOUQUETS.—For balls, receptions, 
etc., made in a considerable range of sizes, $1.50 to $5.00.

If we Know the 
time of the funeral it is often a great help to us in 
selecting the most suitable flowers as to durability, etc.

; searecity of flowers, time and labor required to arrange 
the work. For example, wreaths from $3.00 to $10.00. 


ORDERS BY TELEGRAPH OR TELEPHONE.—When flowers are wanted same day or next, it is always best 
to telegraph or telephone. By using the code words below an order can be sent in a very few words. Designate 
the size or quality by the price. For example: ‘‘Wave, Wreath, Five, Durable, Three,’’ means ‘‘Send to-day or early 
to-morrow wreath for $5 and white flowers for $3.’’ If you add the address of a person and the words ‘‘Hail’’ and 
“Snow,’’ we will enclose your card, prepay all charges and ship to address named. Nothing more practical. We 
give these details our special attention. Telephone your orders when possible. The following cipher code will be 
found very useful when you telegraph:

WONDER.—Send on early train tomorrow.

HAIL.—Prepay express charges and charge to me. 


SNOW.—This is for a present. Enclose my ecard. 


In ordering, for instance, you want to buy a wreath of 
flowers, if you telegraph us all that would be’ necessary 
to say is: 

WEAR, if wreath for $5.00; if wanted at once add the 
word WOOL; if white flowers are wanted for funeral 
say DURABLE; if you want us to prepay express add 
the word HAIL. This would mean: 

“One wreath, $5.00, 
flowers for funeral, 
and charge to me.”’ 

This would explain that part of our code words. 

Kindly study out these different words, and you can, 
for a reasonable telegram, order anything you want.

Plant Department. 


Under this heading we offer one of the most complete assortments to be found in this country. 


Size and Quality of Plants——We send out strong, healthy plants, grown in pots, not simply rooted cuttings; some 
are even in bloom when packed, and the majority will soon come into full bloom, so that when all danger from frost 
is over, if not wanted for house culture they can be immediately planted out. 


We Guarantee that every package we send out shall reach its destination in good condition. If a package is lost, 
or any of its contents are injured on the way, we will replace same. 


All Plants Named.—Every plant sent out by us is distinctly labeled, no matter whether single plants or sets 
are ordered. 


Purchaser’s Choice of Plants or seeds is always complied with if remittance is made at the full single rate, 
which in all cases accompanies the description. Growing so many different varieties, our-stock of some will oc- 
casionally become exhausted; to provide for such, we request that an additional plant or two be named at the end 
of the order from which we may select. This list will not be used except in case of necessity. 


_ Express Orders.—When purchasers can° afford to pay express charges, we prefer express orders, aS in many cases 
it gives us a chance to furnish larger plants than we can afford to send by mail, and we always add gratis plants 
enough to cover express charges. 


TREATMENT OF PLANTS ON ARRIVAL. 


The Plants.—If in the least wilted, should be placed with paper about them in shallow pans with water com- 
fortably warm to the hand, where they should remain from twenty minutes to half an hour; this restores their 
vigor, revives their leaves and increases their vitality. 


Soil, for potting, should be composed of rotted sod about two-thirds, one-third well-rotted cow manure, thor- 
ughly mixed together. Where rotted sod cannot be conveniently procured, good rich garden soil, with the addition of 
one-third or one-fourth well decomposed manure thoroughly incorporated together, will answer a very good purpose. 


Potting.—Do not use too large pots at first potting; one size larger than those that the plants were originally 
grown in are the best, and as the pots become filled with roots the plants should be repotted. Put a few pieces 
of broken pots in the bottom of the pots, and be careful to place the soil firmly about the roots. Do not fill the pots 
quite full of soil, but leave about half an inch space to receive water. One thorough watering should be given, 
soaking the soil to the bottom of the pots; place in a sheltered place where they will not be exposed to the wind or 
sun for two or three days, or until they commence to grow.

PREPARATION OF SOIL. 


The preparation of soil to grow 
roses is very essential, and if we 
expect good results we must 
make the proper arrangements. 
First dig your bed 18 inches deep, 
and if the soil should be black 

yaxy. one-third ,well-rotted cow 
manure should be _ thoroughly 
mixed with the soil. First see 
that the drainage is good, as 
roses, like most other plants, do 
not enjoy wet feet, and will not 
thrive in low, wet, soggy beds. 
Plant your roses well by 
straightening out all the roots. 
In small pot plants, soak the 
ball of dirt well before planting. 
Pack the ground hard about the 
plant, and water thoroughly, so 
you are sure the bed is well 
soaked to the bottom. Keep all 
the weeds out of your bed and 
do not plant Geraniums. Verbe- 
nas and other plants too close 
to roses, as they must have good 
light and sunshine around the 
roots. Cultivate very shallow, 
just enough to keep the top of 
the ground loose and mellow. - 
After your plants have started 
to grow and have gotten a good 
hold in the ground, give them a 
light mulch of well rotted cow 
i manure or chip dirt. This will

‘ vent the ground from baking and 

cracking. Care should always be taken in cultivating the roses. Never spade or fork your roses deep, as it 
disturbs the roots and injures the plants very seriously.

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PEACHES. 


Best Varieties for Commercial Orchards in Capitals. 


All of our Peach Trees are propagated from buds taken 
from the best bearing trees. We therefore know our 
trees to be true to name, perfectly healthy, free from dis- 
ease and first-class in every respect. We do not grow 
cheap and inferior peach trees. 


Directions for Cultivating the Peach.—A sandy loam 
is best suited to the Peach, but it will adapt itself to 
almost any soil, provided it is well drained. Plant one- 
year-old trees, 18x18 feet; cut the trees back to 18 to 
24 inches, as it is always best to have a low-headed tree. 
In the spring, after the growth has started, remove all 
but three branches and let these be distributed so that 
the tree will be well balanced. For the first two years 
fertilize with well-decomposed barnyard manure, or a 
mixture of one part of cotton seed or bone meal to two 
parts of acid phosphate. Apply 1 1-2 to 2 pounds to each 
tree. After the third year avoid nitrogenous fertilizers 
and use a fertilizer containing a good percentage of bone 
phosphate and potash. Prune every year by cutting off 
one-third of. the previous year’s growth. The head of 
the tree should be broad and open so as to allow free 
circulation of light and air. Never plant newly cleared 
woodlands; such lands should be cultivated for at least 
two years before setting the trees, otherwise woodlice 
will injure them. In preparing orchard land, plow deep. 
If necessary, subsoil. Cow-peas drilled in 2 feet apart, 
leaving at least 4 feet on each side of the trees, is the 
best crop to grow in a Peach orchard. Cultivate fre- 
quently, and in February or March turn under the cow- 
peas. When the orchard begins to bear it should have 
clean cultivation. ‘After the cow-peas have been turned 
under, all subsequent cultivation can be done with a 
harrow and cultivator. After the fruit is harvested, drill 
in peas for a cover crop.

Directions for Planting and 
Pruning.—Before setting out, cut 
off the bruised or broken roots. 
Trees with branching heads should 
have the smaller branches cut out, 
and the larger branches cut back 
to within three or four buds of 
their base. When the tree has an 
abundance of roots and a small top 
of few branches, prune very spar- 
ingly, but when the roots are small 
and the top heavy, then prune the 
tree severely. Many persons plant 
large trees without pruning; this 
is often the cause of their failure 
‘to grow. Always dig the hole in- 
tended for the tree of ample size, 
so that when the young roots 
start out they will have soft 
ground in which to grow. The best 

_fertilizer is well-rotted stable 
pee ores thoroughly mixed with the 
soil. : ' : 
Plant the same depth as the tree originally stood in 
the nursery row. using the top soil for filling in around 
_ the roots. See that every interstice around the roots is 

thoroughly filled, and that every root is brought into 
contact with the soil. When the hole is nearly filled, 
_throw'in a bucket of water so as to set the soil around

the roots, then fill in the balance of the hole and press 
the dirt gently with the foot. When the tree is planted, 
mulch with 5 or 6 inches of well-decomposed stable 
manure; this should extend over the circumference of 
the hole; keep free from grass and weeds and loosen up 
the soi] occasionally.
